Keep Leaf at Satisfac-

| WASHINGTON, Aug. | 
The first objective, parity price, 
reached for flue-cured tobacco, the 
farm administration today was study- 


ing proposals for a change in plans 


‘to attain the second goal—keeping it 


there. 

Parity price for the farmer is the 
aim of the agricultural adjustment 
act. In the case of tobacco, it is 
defined as the price the grower must 
receive in order that his product may 
have the purchasing power it had in 
the 1919-20 period. 

Officials said today that, excluding 
benefit payments, flue-cured tobacco 
was the first basic commodity to go 
to parity at the beginning of a mar- 
keting season. 

Objective Exceeded. : 

J. B. Hutson, the tebacco section 
chief, said with prices around 21 cents 
on the recently opened Georgia-Flor- 
ida markets that the price objective 
had been slightly ,exceeded. Hutson 
said the two-year average prior to 
1933, at the time the market opened, 
was around 9.5 cents a pound.

BOARD WITHDRAWS 
FROM UNIVERSITY 
HOMESTEAD PLAN 


Regents’ Head Says ‘Long 
Distance Management’ 
Bar to Success; Project 
Not Abandoned by U. S. 


The Georgia University System 
has withdrawn from efforts to pro- 
mote the Chancellorsville homestead 
project because of asserted federal 
control but the government has not 
abandoned the project. 

Philip Weltner chancellor of the 
University System, which originally 
sponsored the project, said Monday 
the system had been out for several 
months. 

He said in the beginning a contract 
was made with the federal govern: 
ment under which the project would 
be locally controlled. “Even Wash- 
ington” he added “agreed that an en- 
terprise of this sort would hardly 
prosper under long distance manage- 
ment. 

“However, this view did not pre- 
vail for Jong. The comptroller gen- 
eral of the United States insisted that 
Chancellorsville be run on the finan- 
cial side in conformity with goveru- 
ment operations. This caused infinite 
delays. 

“The next thing that happened was 
that Washington reserved power to 
appoint personnel and stipulate sala- 
ries. Next they took charge of the 
wage scale. 

“As the weeks went by we had 
less and less authority. Finally the 
announcement was made that the 
whole program would be federalized 
and conducted from Washington. At 
this point we withdrew. We were 
not allowed to make a success of the | 
enterprise.” 

Reports from Wasihngton said the 
project was again before the selection 
committee of the subsistence homestead 
division of the department of the in- 
terior but that it had not been aban- 
doved. A _ revision of the original 
plans will be necessary but the na- 
ture of the proposed changes was not 
revealed. - 

As originally Pi eas the project, 
for which $1.000,000 was allotted, 
called for the construction of 500 farm 
homesteads on 15,000 acres of land 
in Jasper and Putnam counties. Work 
already has been started and about 
a dozen houses have been constructed. 


311. PRISONERS 
FLEE DEKALB JA 


Trio Escape After Pry- 
ing Bars From Window; 
Posse Seeks Fugitives. 


Three federal prisoners held in De- 
Kalb county jail Monday night escaped 
from their cell after prying the bars 
off the window in the cell block in 
which they were being kept. 

A posse of more than 100 county 
police, deputy sheriffs and citizens 
were reported to be searching for the 
fugitives. 

The escaped prisoners are Ralph A. | 
Bynum, charged with violation of the 
prohibition law; Nowell Massie, held 
for Virginia authorities, and Earl Al- 
len, alias William Smith, accused of 
theft of government property. 

According to other prisoners in the 
same block, the three men. with the 


aid of pieces of steel believed to have 
heen smuggled in by friends, pried 
loose the bars of the same windew 
from which three other prisoners 
made their escape three weeks ago. 
This was the identical window 
through which several years ago an- 
other escape was engineered by prison- 
ers who sawed through the bars. 
These bars, welded back into position, 
were easily pried loose, according to 


olice. 

. The 10 other prisoners in the same 
cell block were threatened by the 
three men to keep quiet and give no 
alarm. After they managed to get 
the bars out they dropped to a roof 
and then to the ground, after which 
they scaled a wall and made good their 
escape. The other prisoners called 
police and notified them of the break, 


By Explosion in Mine 


DERBY, Va.. Aug. 6.—(4)—Hope 
for miners still entrapped in the No. 
3 mine of the Stonage Coke and Coal 
Company here faded this afternoon 
as rescue workers, who already had 
brought out two men alive and eight 
dead continued their efforts. 

Exactly how many men were in 
the part of the mine affected by an 
explosion which occurred at 7 o'clock 
this morning bad not been determined 
but. it was believed that from 7 to 
10 still remained. Between 70 and 
80 men working in other sections of 
the mine escaped by using an aban- 
doned entry. 

Progress toward the entombed men

“Der Fuehrer” Urges Na- 
tion to Follow Example 
of Hero, Whom He De- 
scribes as Nazi Patron. 


BERLIN, Aug. 6.—(4)—The Ger- 
man people were called upon today 
by Chancellor Hitler to follow the pa- 
triotic spirit of Paul von Hindenburg 
in death as they followed and idolized 
the man in life. 


Speaking at a memorial service be- 
fore the German reichstag, the man 
who assumed the powers of the dead 
president, declared that “honestly and 
with his whole heart’ the old war- 
rior desired peace for his people. 

This brief reference to the future 
was the only portion of the speech! 
which in any way touched upon Hit- 
ler’'s policies as sele ruler of the na- 
tion, now that yon Hindenburg’s hand 
is stilled. 


Politics Omitted. 


The political discussion, which some 
had expected Hitler would enter into 
as a reassurance of the world, was 
omitted from the speech. 

Hitler left late in the afternoon for 
Tannenberg in East Prussia, where 
tomorrow he will speak again at the 
national funeral for the president. 

Whether he will again. confine him- 
self to praise of the dead man’s career 
was not known, the possibility exiat- 
ing that he might speak of his future 
corse in government. 

“As fate has.designated us to con- 
tinwée to lead the reich, and its people,” 
Hitler said today, “we can only pray 
to Almighty God that He may vouch- 
safe success in our labors and strug- 
gles for the happiness of the world. 

“May He also give us strength at 
all times to stake our lives for the 
freedom of our people and the honor 
of the German nation.

“May He especially, in His mercy, 
let us find the right was for securing

Talmadge Approves 
Pay Roll for Adams 


Governor Talmadge Monday ap- 
proved a’ requisition for pay roll 
funds made by Commissioner of Agri- 
culture G. C. Adams for $9,000 and 
employes of the department of argi- 
culture, payless since July 1, received 
their salaries. 

The payment of funds to the com- 
missioner was approved despite the 
fact that he has not yet submitted 
his revised budget to the governor. 
Commissioner Adams said early Mon- 
day that the budget for the entire 
quarter is being prepared and will be 
submitted to the governor soon. He 
said the budget wonld call for total 
expenditures of $20,000 during the 
quarter. 

State Auditor Tom Wisdom report- 
ed Monday that Commissioner Adams 
has $41,000 remaining unused on his 
appropriation.

$29,000 during the current quarter 
the department would have a balance 
of only $12,000 to operate on during 
the last three months of the year.

Reynolds Clark, state chemist, and 
four assistant chemists. This con- 
troversy was ended last week when 
Dr. Clark and his aids resigned.

MAYOR OVERRIDDEN

Appointing Assistant City Attorney 
Jack C. Savage as the city’s agent, 
council Monday afternoon moved to 
obtain TVA power for Atlanta, after 
Alderman J. Charlie Murphy, of the 
eleventh ward, had presented data de- 
signed to show that consumers could 
obtain electric service at a much low- 
er figure than under the present sys- 
tem of private distribution. 

Under the resolution, which goes 
to Mayor James L. Key today for 
his action, Savage is empowered to 
investigate fully the feasibility of a 
contract between the city of Atlanta 
and TVA officials with a view of 
distributing power which is to be made 
at the Norris dam. 

In offering his resolution to coun- 
cil, Murphy cited schedules showing 
the following comparisons: 

Based on 75 kilowatt hours, the 
average home consumptinon; TVA 
charge, $2; Georgia Power Company. 

5.82, and Georgia Power Company 
inducement rate, $3.45. 

Based on 600 kilowatt hours, the 
average commercial consumption: 
TVA, $14.50; Georgia. Power Com- 
pany, $32.12; Georgia Power Com- 
pany inducement rate, $27.32. 

Power company officials Monday 
night said they had no comment to 
make at this time. 

It was pointed out that the TVA 
has a contract with the Georgia Pow- 
er Company not to invade this terri- 
tory until the Norris dam is com- 
pleted, and that the TVA-also has 
placed its equipment on sale through 
the Georgia company, having scruti- 
nized the rates here and having be- 
come convinced that rates are low 
enough here to warrant wider use of 
refrigerating units and other electrical 
equipment. 

Murphy’s resolution referred to ap- 
pointment several months ago of a 
special committee to investigate TVA 
power for Atlanta and asserted the 
committee had never reported. The 
eommittee was composed of Alderman 
Ed A. Gilliam, Councilman Aubrey 
Milam. Councilman Max M. Cuba, 
V. P. Warren and Robert L. Corley. 

A move by Alderman Ellis B. Bar- 
rett to send the measure to the elec- 
tric lights committee of council, head- 
ed by Alderman J. Sid Tiller, failed, 
and council voted its immediate pas- 
sage. 
Murphy exhibited to council a copy 
of the contraet recently entered into 
by the city of Knoxville, the only large 
city thus far to acquire a distribu- 
tion system for resale of electricity, 
and the TVA. It runs for 20 years. 

Under the contracts between cities 
and the TVA, the latter fixes the re- 
sale rates and they cannot be con- 
trolled by cities. The Knoxville re- 
sale rate has not yet been fixed. 

Knoxville recently acquired the old 
distributing system, at a cost of ap- 
proximately $6,000,000. The Atlanta 
system would cost more than twice 
that amount,.even if it could be pur- 
chased, those interested in the un- 
dertaking pointed out. A bond issue 
probably would be mandatory.

Ira C. Cochran, counsel for the fuel 
code authority, denied his group sought 
to force the mills to suspend sales of 
coal to their employes, but insisted 
that they comply with code practices. 
He pointed out that under the fuel 
code provisions, cost determination iu 
setting retail prices for sales to mill 
employes lies in the hands of the 
mills, as retail coal dealers, as well as 
in the hands of the actual dealers 
themselves. Henry Brown, of Raleigh, 
N. C., and John Anderson, of Tampa, 
Fla., officials of the divisional retail 
solid fuel code authorities in their re- 
spective districts, supported his stand. 
_O. Max Gardner, former governor of 
North Carolina and counsel for the 
cotton textile institute, made a plea 
for the exemption. He claimed the 
construction of cotton mills outside of 
the cities in North and South Caro- 
lina in order to avoid taxes made it 
impossible for the local retail coal 
dealers to serve the mill. workers 
without high transportation costs.

TROOSEVELT WAST SEK 


SUCCESSOR 10 BLACK 


Federal Reserve Governor 
Anxious to Return to 
Post in Atlanta. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt, returning to the 
capital this week, will face the task 
of choosing a new governor for the 


federal reserve board. 

Governor Eugene R. Black, who has 
announced his intention of returning 
to his old post as governor of the 
Atlanta reserve bank, is anxious to 
leave and awaits only the naming of 
a successor. 

This successor, if prosperity re- 
turns, will have the job of sitting 
on the lid of a banking system ip 
which excess reserves are the largest 
on record. They are large enough to 
finance a tremendous credit inflation 
or boom if given the fillip of suffi- 
cient business profits. In view of 
what happened to the boom in 1929, 
observers would not envy the federal 
reserve head's task, 

Question. 

Should the depression deepen, he 
would be charged with guiding the 
reserve system's attitude toward pos- 
sible support of the goverument bond 
market, with the nation’s debt the 
highest in history and demands for 
heavier emergency spending inevitably 
tending toward new borrowings. 

The reserve banks have increased 
their holdings of government securi- 
ties nearly $400,000,000 in the past 
year. Reporting member banks’ hold 
ings have grown by $1,550,000,000 
and it is believed the increase of 
other banks would add $500,000,000. 

The nation apparently is far from 
a great boom based on credit expan: 
sion but, in the opinion of many ob- 
servers, not far enough to be im- 
mune. Black, terming the huge excess 
reserves “high-powered credit,” has 
consistently sought legislation that 
would curb unhealthy expansion au- 
tomatically. 

Congress Opposed. 

At the last congress he asked that 
reserve requirements be based on ve- 
locity of deposit turnover, but coa- 
gress decided otherwise. 

Instead it gave the reserve board 
discretionary power to raise reserve 
requirements in an emergency. This 
agreed with the ideas of some admin- 
istration economists who question the 
desirability of automatic control. 

Many bankers who would like ta 
see reserve requirements based on 
turnover velocity believe political cop- 
siderations might hamper the exer- 
cise of purely discretionary authority 
in boom times. Curbing credit expan- 
sion, they point out, is always un- 
welcome. 

The same criticism is directed at 
the authority to raise rediscount rates 
which, critics assert, failed to carb 
the 1929 boom. 

A third method open to the reserve 
banks is sale of their government 
bonds, but financial observers believe 
that to find a market for such large 
quantities might be difficult under 
some circumstances. 

Both this and the raising of redis 
count rates would have an adverse 
effect on the securities markets, and 
in the past such actions have been 
met with the cry of deflation.

The mole salamanders, so named 
from their burrowing lives during the 
greater part of the year, have figured 
in this column once before in short 
sketches.

There are four species found in 
Georgia, of which I have first-hand 
information on two. I know the other 


names gives no accurate picture of the 
species at all. The body color of this 
species is black, as in the marbled 
salamander, but the contrasting colors 
are disposed down each side of the 
back from the head in a single row of 
spots. Now, on the head these spots 
are often bright orange, while those 
on the body are yellow. There is 
eommonly a series of such spots on 
the legs also, but they are propor- 
tionately reduced in size.

two on sight, but so far, one, the tiger 
salamander, has eluded my search, 
and the other, the coastal mole sala- 
mander, inhabits a region where I 
have not yet collected. 

The two that I mention here, there- 
fore, are those most likely to be found 
in the region of Atlanta. In fact, I 
have personally taken them in every 
one of the adjoining counties to Ful- 
ton. First we will name the marbled 
salamander. 

Imagine a salamander about four 
to five inches in length, slaty . black 
in color, with cross-bars of gray or 
pure white on the body and tail. The 


mal is longer and thinner in outline 
than the marbled salamander, It evi- 
dently can tolerate highly polluted 
water, for I have two specimens from 
the tanks at the Peachtree creek 
sewage station. 

These two species both go down to 
the pools to breed in the late winter, 
after the rains have soaked the ground 
thoroughly. They make their appear- 
ance at about the same time that our 
first frog, the swamp cricket-frog, ap- 
pears, which may be from late De- 
cember on into late February or early 
March. I have seen them breeding 
in the same pools with these small

The male is darker or more shiny 
black and the cross bands are whiter 
than the corresponding colors of the 
female. 

Our other common mole salaman- 
der is the spotted salamander, but that 


Their eggs are enclosed in 
large gelatinous masses, and there is 
a symbiotic (or harmless) alga that 


'develops in the eggs, giving them a 


delicate green color. I have often 
dipped up these egg masses from the 
bottoms of ponds in early spring and 
brought off a brood of young sala- 
manders.

EMPLOYERS SEEK.TO HALT 
MILITARY RULE OF OLSON 

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 6.—(#)—A 
check rein of Governo: Floyd B. Ol- 
son with his order strictly limiting 
vehicle movements in the truck driv- 
ers’ strike and an end to military 
rule was demanded of the United 
States government today by a group 
of individual employers.

The agtion, filed by 10 business 
houses, Which included two of the 
leading» merchandise and_ transfer 
firms, was signed by Federal Judges 
Gunnar H. Mordbye and Joseph Moly- 
neaux. They set a hearing for 2 p. m. 
Wednesday. The application named 
Governor Olson, General Walsh and 
Colonel Elmer McDevitt, Provost 
Marshal. | 

Loss of “many thousands of dol- 
lars” and unlawful restrictions which 
“stifle business in general” were 
claimed by the petitioners. 

The application also alleged the 
military rule edict interferes with 
the constitutional rights of citizens; 
was issued when there was no occa- 
sion for such drastic action, and was 
based on a statement of conditions 
not existing. | 

As to military rule, the petition al- 
leged conditions set up for the issu- 
ance of military permits to operate 
are unconstitutional, that the restric- 
tions invade the rights of citizens by 
making civil authorities subservient 
to military authority, that the permit 
restrictions invaded the rights of peo- 
ple in the lawful conduct of their bus- 
iness, and that the restrictions in- 
terfere with the rights of truck own- 
ers to use their own property on pub- 
lie streets.

Dean, who was taken from his hotel 
room and driven. away in an auto- 
mobile by four unmasked men, was 
registered in a hotel at Fayetteville, 


‘Tenn., by thet men who warned him 
not to return here. Dean returned, 
however, and today was in a. home 
in the Merrimac village which was 
heavily guarded by strikers. armed 
with shotguns, and on two trips to 
town the labor leader had an escort 
‘of five carloads of men armed with 
‘shotguns. 7

Pride said the incident would be placed 
before: the grand jury, which convenes 
next Monday, for a “thorough and 
searching investigation.” 


ACTIVITY AT FULL SPEED 
IN. CHICAGO STOCKYARDS 

CHICAGO, Aug. 6—(#)—The Chi- 
cago stockyards ewung full speed 
again today into its old job of put- 
ting the middle west’s live stock in at 
one end and taking out roasts, steaks 
and e@hops at the other. 

Nearly 60.000 animals were wun- 
loaded as the yards resumed normal 
operations for the first time since 
July 24. The 1,200 striking drovers, 
whose dispute was settled late Satur- 
day, were back at work, displacing a 
force of non-union men.

ANACONDA STRIKERS 
RESORT TO GUNFIRE 

BUTTE, Mont., Aug. 6.—(UP)— 
Gunfire roared and flames crackled 
late today as Butte’s three-month cop- 
per strike was torn by new violence. 

A mob rioted in the heart of. the 
business district. laying siege to Ana- 
conda Copper Company offices for 
three ‘hours. 

The windshield. of a police patrol 
car was shattered by gunfire. 

One Anaconda employe was badly 
beaten. Another fled the mob and 
escaped by holding the crowd at bay 
with a pistol. 

An expensive Anaconda Company 
limousine was overturned and set 
afire. Flames from the machine threat- 
ened a near-by brewery. 

Another group of company employes 
was stoned. 

The violence started in front of the 
Hennessy building, which houses com- 
pany offices, and spread up the sides 
of the hill where the mines are lo- 
cated. 

Earlier a charge of dynamite was 
set off at the Stewart mine and at- 
tempts were made to hatter down gates 
of the Green Mountain and Mountain 
Con Mine yards. 


FLORIDA FISHERMEN 
WILL STRIKE FRIDAY 

FORT MYERS, Fla., Aug. 6.—(4) 
Omah A. Clarke, of Naples, president 
of the Florida Fish Producers’ Asso- 
ciation, announced today that . 3,000 
fishermen will hang up their mullet 
nets Friday in support of a strike 
called by the association. 

Clarke said the strike was called: in 
order to bring dealers together on 
a uniform price. It is the second 
strike of the fishermen ‘this year, he 
recalled. 

Fish dealers at Everglades, Naples 
and ‘this city, he declared, already 
have said they, cannot afford to pay 
the 3 cents per pound demanded by 
striking fishermen and are preparing 
to close their plants and lay stations 
after Friday. 

Clarke blamed the necessity for the 
strike on price cutting among the deal- 
ers, who. he said, claimed the competi- 
tion of Virginia and North Carolina 
fishermen make it impossible to con- 


pete at 3 cents.

‘APPROVED BY WALLACE 


Marketing Agreement. De- 
signed To Limit Ship- 
ments to Requirements.

- WASHINGTON,’ Aug. 6.—Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Henry A. Wal- 
lace today announced that a market- 
ing agreement for the southeastern 
watermelon industry had been ap- 
proved. The agreement, which is de- 
signed to increase returns to ggowers 
through regulation of. the volume of 
shipments in keeping with market re- 
uirements, inclupdes the states of 
yeorgia, Florida, and South Caro- 
lina and North Carolina. 

Supervision of the terms of the 
agreement will be through a control 
committee representative of both 
growers and shippers. In regulating 
shipments of water melons to markets, 
the control committee may. allow 
only United States zrade No. 1 melons 
to be shipped, or if markets become 
glutted, may withhold shipments for 
periods of 48 hours at five-day inter- 
vals, officials of the A. A. A. said. 
The member of: the control commit- 
tee is allowed to vote on these re- 
strictions at such time as shipments 
are not being made from the state 
that he represents. 

The control committee is composed 
of representatives of.both growers and 
shippers, from the producing states. 
An advisory committee for each state 
is to be elected in each state. The 
grower members of the advisory com- 
mittees and the shipper members of 
each committee will select representa- 
tives from their state to serve on the 
control committee. Florida is divided 
into two districts with a grower rep- 
resentative from each district on the 
control committee.

What American People 
Will Do With Surplus 
Electric Power Most Puz- 
- gling, Declares Lawrence 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's speech at Portland, 
Ore., announcing himself as in favor 
of more and more electric power de- 
velopment, is a cmoplete reversal of 
the preachments made by other agen- 
cies of the federal government, which 
have insisted that excess plant ca- 
pacity in industry must ‘be discouraged 
and that new capital must not be 
put into fields already overbuilt. 

The total excess of generating ca- 
acity in the United Sattes today is 


per cent, 
The pian of the president for de- 
veloping hydroelectric projects would 
give the United States an output of 
electrical energy every year equal to 
two-thirds of the total central sta- 
tion load which America has develop 
ed in the last 50 years. And it can 
hardly be said that the utility com 
panies underestimated the needs of 
this, the most highly electrified coun- 
try in the world. For one of the 
troubles which the utility industry is 
suffering from today—overcapitaliza- 
tion—is directly due to optimistic an- 
ticipation of future growth. 

ence, just what the American peo- 
ple are going to do with all this sur- 
plus power is something which is 
most puzzling. For, ‘whenever the big 
projects—on which the federal govern- 
ment would ultimately spend a bil- 
lion dollars—are discussed by the pro- 
ponents of water power development, 
the argument usually made is that 
the people will benefit by cheaper 


rates, 
14-CENT REDUCTION. 


One simple way to get cheap rates 
with efficient operation would be to 
subtract from the light bill of the 
American people about 14 cents out 
of every dollar of consumer revenue 
received by the eleetrict power com- 
panies. Thus, a reduction of 14 per 
cent in the total bill of 3$600,000,000 
for home use of electricity would save 
the consumers about $84,000,000. This 
is what they pay in taxes. If the 
utility companies could chop off this 
tax bill, they, too, could reduce rates. 
And that’s what federal and state 
operated plants will do—they will pay 
no taxes. People in other sections of 
the country will pay the subsidies and 
deficits. 

Mr. Roosevelt thinks this is justi- 
fied because, as he said in the west, 
the United States must be developed 
everywhere jin the hope of moving 
more population to the sparsely set- 
tled areas. This is a splendid nation- 
al’ concept, but the usual way to 
handle it is.not to build more houses 
and pave streets and make a lot of 
electrical power available until a sub- 
stantial number of people has shown 
some signs of buying railroad tickets 
or migrating to the new areas. 
commercial development companies 
are, as a rule, acting with their boost- 
er advertising, seeking new industries, 
to induce people to move into the 
western communities "and rural re 


gionns. 
SMALL ITEM. 

The big question is what the peo- 
ple are going to do when they get te 
the realm of cheaper power. Elec- 
tricity is one of the smallest items is 
the householder’s budget. 

It is true, the use of electrical ap 
pliances is. being stimulated and 
America has only scratched the sur- 
face of the business it ean do in elec- 
trical appliances. But the real cost 
ris not the hydroelectric projects or 
the generation of electrical energy. 
It’s the transmission and distribution 
systems which represent. 80 per cent 
of the total cost of doing business. Al- 
ready the country has a big system 
for distributing electrical energy. The 
poten pos amounts to about $14,- 


.000,000. 

Also, the coal industry thinks the 
steam plant is just about as econom- 
ical as the water-power project. The 
National Coal Association has been 
pleading with federal government 
agencies to stop lending money for the 
building of power plants that take 
away the market for coal. The pos- 
sible plight of the miners who are 
to be thrown out of work permanent- 
ly if coal’s uses are curtailed is con- 
trasted with the temporary advantage 
of the employment given on construe- 
tion projects. 

__ INVESTMENT. 

Some idea of the investment of the 
American people in existing power sys- 
tems may he gained by a study of re- 
cent Syeme which show that 10 per 
cent all the stockholders own only 
one share of stock, and that three- 
fourths of: the total number of stock- 
holders own 10 shares or less. 

It is interesting to note that two- 
thirds of all the stockholders are wom- 
en. Through the fact that savings 
banks and insurance companies and 
educational institutions own large 
quantities of utility securities, it may 
be said that the ownership of the 
public utilities of America, against 
which the government is about to en- 
gage in competition through the zen- 
eration of excess power, is very wide- 
ly diffused among a large percentage 
of the people. It runs into many mil- 
lions of individuals, 

Rates are bound to come down when 
there is a surplus of power, but final- 
ly they come to the point vf diminisk- 
ing returns—the below cost line. The 
municipal government pays no taxes 
on its plant, buys cheap power from 
the federal government, and the peo- 
ple in other parts of the country 
make up the difference. This pro- 
cedure ultithately would force the pri- 
vate company to liquidate its invest- 
ment. Already, the example of what 
happened at Knoxville, Tenn., this 
month, when a private company was 
forced out of business by the federal 
government, is before the country. 

First Speech. 

Nearly two years ago, when Mr. 
Roosevelt was campaigning, he made 
his famous power speech at Portland, 
Oregon. He said then that, whether on 
state-owned or federal-owned power 
sites, “private capital should be giv- 
en the first opportunity to transmit 
and distribute the power on the basis 
of the best service and the lowest 
rates to give a reasonable profit.” 

In last week’s speech at Portland, 
the president made no reference to 
private capital but. emphasized, in- 
stead, that the power developed on fed- 
ral projects “is power that for all 
time is to be controlled by the govern- 
ment.” This means, judging by the 
change that has taken place in the 
last year and the use of PWA money 
to help acquire private plants under 
threat of competition, that municipal 
or state ownership is to be encouraged 
by the federal government and that, 
so far as the investors in private util- 
ities are concerned, they face a period 
of serious deflation unless the admin- 
istration comes to realize soon the far- 
reaching consequences of its economie 
experiments with the “yardstick” idea,

With most persons the terms 
“national resources’ and ‘natural 
resources” are synonymous, as 
meaning great deposits of min- 
erals, unlimited water power and 
the other physical resources with 
which America is so  bountifully 
supplied. 

To President Roosevelt national 
resources have no such limitation. 
In his speech from the heart of 
Glacier Park, one of the nation’s 
greatest natural resources, he 
stressed the importance of agricul- 
ture and industry as definite and 
vital parts of our national resources, 
and pledged that as the great parks 
have been rescued from. their 
would-be despoilers, so will the 
products of field and factory be 
protected from ‘‘the selfishness of 
individuals.” 


Using a favorite phrase, the presi- 
dent assured his radio audience, 
“with all the earnestness at my 
command,” that as the great public 
properties of the nation have been 
obtained and retained for the bene- 
fit of the public, so will the re- 
sources of agriculture and industry 
be rededicated to the public in- 
terest. 

The greatest stumbling block in 
the dissemination and adoption of 


the ideals of the New Deal has been 
the slowness of the people as a 


whole to grasp their scope and sig- 
nificance. As industrialists, agri- 
culturalists and workers in com- 
merce the people of the United 
States have been individualists, with 
little or no realization that sooner 
or later the time would come when 
the national weal as well as personal 
gain must be considered in the con- 
duct of their various pursuits. 


With his unusual rare faculty of 
choosing the opportune time to em- 
phasize a policy or a principle, 
President Roosevelt selected the im- 
pressive surroundings of one of our 
greatest natural resources as the 
spot from which to drive home to 
the consciousness of the people of 
the nation the necessity that the 


economic resources of the nation 


Be similarly dedicated to the good 
6f the public. 

Pointing out the need for na- 
Gonal unity if the country is to ob- 
fain the maximum benefits from the 
development of its resources of all 
kinds, the president expresses the 
belief that “we know, more and 
more, that the east has a stake in 
the west, and the west has a stake 
in the east; that the nation must 
and shall be considered as a whole, 
and not as an aggregation of .dis- 
jointed groups.” 

The address will undoubtedly 
bring a further realization to the 
people of the country that the time 
has passed when the city man or the 
tiller of the soil can selfishly con- 
duct his activities with an eye sin- 
gle to his own betterment. The 
development of the resources of the 
nation has now reached the point 
where, if we are to reap to the full 
of our opportunities, the industrial- 
ists and leaders of commerce must 
realize their stake in agriculture, 
and our farmers must grasp the ex- 
tent to which their well-being is 
based upon the prosperity gf those 
in the centers of population.

HITLER AND WAR. 


hoodwinked by Chancellor-President 
Hitler’s declaration that “‘if it rests 
with Germany, war will not come 


again.” 
Such a statement does not carry 
contiction when considered in 


connection with Hitler’s demands 
for an increase in the German reg- 
ular army, nor with his continued 
development of millions of black- 
shirt troopers into a disciplined 
force that could overnight be con- 
verted into effective fighting units. 

Neither is it impressive in the 
light of the subversive and antago- 
nistic activities of the nazi govern- 
ment in its relations with other Eu- 
ropean nations. The greatest threat 
to the peace of the continent. now 
exists in the troubled conditions in 
Austria, foe. which the German 
nazis, if not directly are at least 
indirectly, responsible. If 
really desires peace he can serve 
best to that end by the simple ex- 
pedient of clamping the lid on the 
malcontents in Germany who are 
responsible for, the continued un- 
rest in Austria. 

Hitler’s statement, in the face of 
existing facts, must be viewed in 
the light of a conciliatory gesture 
to the governments that have held 
the nazis responsible for the as- 
sassination of Chancellor Dollfuss. 
With his personal popularity rapid- 
ly waning among the masses of the 
German people, with the internal 
discontent undoubtedly increased 
by his arbirtary seizing of the presi- 
dency and the oath of allegiance 
forced upon the reichswehr, he can- 
not afford now to have the pres- 
sure from without assume threat- 
ening proportions. 

His assumption of both the presi- 


given him supreme authority, but 
with the scales falling from the 
eyes of the German people, his po- 
sition is far from as secure today 
as it was when he first seized power 
as dictator. | 

The logic of the situation is too 
obvious to permit his plea for peace 
to be convincing, despite its appar- 
ent frankness and the cleverness 
with which it is phrased. 


EYES OF THE WORLD ON BYRD. 
Once more the eyes of the civi- 
lized world are focused on Admiral 
Richard Byrd, intrepid American 
whose daring has conquered the 
frozen wastes of both the north 
and south poles, and who is now 
“holed in” for the winter in the 
farthest south habitation ever occu- 
pied by man.

SOME WOMEN ARE EASY TO 
LOOK AT AND SOME FOODS 
ARE EASY TO EAT. 
Somehow beauty contest winners 
suggest corn syrup to me, ; 
The carbohydrates—such as bread, 
Sugar, syrup, cakes, pies, puddings, 
candy, ice cream, sweets in general, 
crackers, cookies, beakfast cereals, 
fountain beverages, beer, wine—are all 
pretty nourishing stuff and, oh, s0 
easy to eat or drink whether you are 
hungry or not. All of these are no- 
toriously lacking in food minerals and 
in vitamins. Beauty contest winners 
appear to lack qualities that make a 

woman a good wife. 

All the items mentioned are made 
from foods that in their original nat- 
ural state contained vitamins or 
minerals or both, but in the process 
of manufacture, refinement, purifi- 
cation, pasteurization, sterilization, fu- 
migation, bleaching, preservation, con- 


factors are. partly or entirely removed 
or destroyed. 

For efficiency and well being the 
body demands not only a minimum of 
calories from protein, fat and car- 
bohydrate daily but also a minimum 
of minerals and vitamins. The ordi- 
nary diet of civilized man, consisting 
largely of refined, manufactured or 
purified foods, fails to supply the min- 
imum of minerals and vitamins re- 
quired. In the instinctive effort to 
get these essentials most of us eat too 
much of the food we have. The ex- 
cess piles up as fat. And still we are 
hungry, for the demand has not been 
met. 

The easiest kind of food to eat is 
carbohydrate. Candy, ice cream, 
creakers, bread, cakes, pit, puddings, 
hot fudge sauce—these things are so 
/easy to eat even when you are nol 
particularly hungry or when you have 
just had a full meal of regular victuals 
or when some one invites you to have 
some refreshment. 

Thus the nutritional deficiency is 
a kind of vicious circle. You crave 
food because you are not properly 
nourished. The easiest and most 
available and perhaps the most tempt- 
ing and ,alatable things to eat are 
these very items, and they happen to 
be the poorest in mineral and vitamin 
content. 

Our national per capita consump- 
tion of gugar is enormous, and it is 
increasing year by year. So are obesity 
and diabetes on the increase. Prob- 
ably many other ailments which are 
not so definitely associated with ex- 
cessive consumption of carbohydrate 
food are increasing. 

For the 
obesity or oversize it is important to 
see that the diet shall provide the cor 
rect quota of minerals and vitamins. 
In such a diet it is possible to use 
coacentrates which will bring the pro- 
portions of these essentiais well up to 
or a bit above the natural or nor- 
mal level. Indeed it is fair to say that 
a diet which is not thus scientifically 
planned is a menace to hea!th, and 
thousands of persons who have dieted 
unwisely or under incompetent direc- 
tion have found that whether they 
lost weight or not, their health has 
suffered in consequence of the 
nutrition.

“Loot Taxes” Abolished in Manchukuo. 


©. 


HSINKING, Manchukuo—(By Mail.)—It is typical of the disinclina- 


tion of the Chinese to accept new conditions, or even to realize 
that the taxpayers of Manchuria seem to be in ignorance 


them, 
of the fact 


that the government of the new state of Manchukuo has reduced their 


taxes materially and given them a money with a 


permanent purchasing 


power, instead of the currency they have had formerly, which lost in 
value with each year of its age, becoming practically worthless when 10 


years old. 


Among the taxes either reduced or abolished, are special levies of 
various kinds on crops, commodities and animals, the salt surtax and the 
cigaret tax. Taxes in arrears in Rehol and Hsinking provinces have been 


exempted. 


All of these reductions, eliminations and exemptions total 
some 25,000,000 yuan per year—a direct saving extended to the tax- 
payers of the country at a time when the groundwork is being laid to 


give them governmental service they have never known—such as schools, 
good roads, proper policing and health and sanitary service. 


To Save Money. 


Salt making is, as in the case with’ 
many countries, a government monopo- 
ly. Hitherto the war lords have reaped 
huge sums from this cource, but 
the new government at Hsinking has 
made sweeping reductions in the salt 
tax which it has estimated will save 
the consumers nearly 2,500,000 yuan 
annually. In addition it has fixed at 
25,000,000 yuan the maximum sum 
it shall receive from this source, and 
the probability is that this limitation 
= make more tax reductions cer- 
ain. 

For the purpose of further relieving 
the tax burden on the people of Man- 
churia, many of the customs tariffs 
have either been rescinded or lowered, 
among them being tariffs discriminat- 
ing against any foreign country; those 
in the nature of protection when there 
exist no domestic industries requiring 
such protection; others that have, be- 
cause of their high rates, prevented 
the importation of necessities; and 
tariffs on building materials and goods 
essential to the development of domes- 
tic industries. 


Source of Revenue. 

Most of these tariffs were levied 
by the Changs, not on the basic the- 
ory of protection for domestic indus- 
try and labor, as is the case in the 
United States and other western coun- 
tries, but simply because they offered 
another rich source of revenue, Their 
removal will lower the cost of living 
and of construction and will thus indi- 
rectly consist in a further reduction 
-* the cost of government to the peo- 
ple. 

A recent official statement issued 
in Hsinking outlines the new, and 
somewhat radical, line upon which a 
sound economic reconstruction calls 
for state supervision and co-ordination 
of important industries, and the state- 
ment points out that “the government 
has rejected capitalism in its unbri- 
died form, and adopted a new econom- 
ic program based on the idea of 
equal opportunities for all classes and 
state control of the more important 
phases of the economic life of the coun- 


While such state control of business 
expansion and development will un- 
doubtedly prevent over-lapping and de- 
structive competition, it is not without 
its foreboding of trouble in the fu- 
ture, since Japanese business interests 
are already insisting that no indus- 
tries shall be created in Manchuria 
similar to those already existing in 
Japan In this way, a dominant in- 
fluence in the economic life of Man- 
churia would be exerted by Japanese 
business—a situation certain to bring 
vigorous protests from other nations 
on the ground that such a situation 
would constitute a violation of the 
open door. 

Basic Policies. 

The following are listed as the basic 
policies of the new economic program : 

To prevent any one class from mo- 
nopolizing the benefits arising from 
the exploitation of natural resources 
and development of trade and indus- 
try; to exercise state control over im- 
portant economic activities and toe 
adopt rationalization measures in or- 
der to plan for an effective exploita- 
tion of natural resources and an aill- 
around development of economic life; 
to encourage the investment of foreign 
capital and to make the most effective 
use of foreign technical skill and ex- 
perience for the exploitation of natur- 
al resources and the promotion of 
trade; and .in views of the reciprocal 
economic relations with Japan, to 
place primary importance upon eco- 
nomic collaboration with that country 
in order to strengthen the mutually 
dependent position of the two coun- 
tries, 


Would Close Door. 

It is a typical illustration of far 
eastern naivete that in the announce- 
ment of this economic emphasis should 
be placed on the statement that the 
opportunity left for the investment of 
foreign capital and the use of foreign 
brains demonstrate the fact that the 
program is in line with the ——— 
of the open door, while at the same 
time it is frankly stated that the pro- 
gram contemplates a trade arrange- 
ment with Japan which, if carried to 
completion, would practically close 
the open door to such commodities of 
international trade as are manufae- 
tured in Japan. 

It is perhaps only fair to say that 
so far as the Japanese government is 
concerned, its utterances have beep 
apparently sincere in insisting that the 
open-door policy in Manchuria will be 
colatainad to the fullest degree—but 
this certainly is not the idea of the 
Japan-Manchukuo Business Associa- 
tion, which at a recent meeting in To- 
kyo took the position that government 
control should be extended not only 
to industries necessary to national de- 
fense, but to other basic industries as 
well. It was urged that in controlling 
industries in Japan and Manchukuo it 
be recognized that a “right industry 
in the right place” principle be adopt- 

” 


There is, of course, no mistaking 
the inference with regard to foreign 
competition of the further statement 
that “such industries as spinning, sa- 
gar, flour, cement, pulp and paper, 
which are already established in Ja- 
pan, should not be left open for pri- 
vate undertaking in Manchuria.” 
Pitfalls to Avoid. — 
If Japan is wise, she will avoid 
the pitfalls certain to follow the at- 
tempt to establish any such _inter- 
locking economic system ,detween the 
two countries. In the first place, 
it casts serious doubt upon her as- 
sertions that she is moving in Man- 
churia merely for the a of aid- 
ing the inhabitants of that country 
to set up an “independent” nation, 
and, secondly, it will undoubtedly 
preclude diplomatic recognition of 
the new state. With any such eco- 
nomic control joined to the politica) 
and military dominance now being ex- 
ercised, it is certain that Manchukuo 
will be regarded in the chancellories 


be | of the world as a dependent instead 


of a free and independent state. 

The major reconstruction pro ect 
undertaken by the new governuniert 
that is now the farthest advanced, 
and which is more definitely serving 
its ultimate purpose, is the improve- 
ment and broadening of transporta- 
tion and communications. 

Only One Railroad. 

Two years ago there was only one 
well-equipped, efficiently operaced 
railroad system in the territory—the 
South Manchurian, built and operated 


by the Japanese under treaty right : 
‘with China. The various zones of 


f 


pthis railroad, stretching from Dairen 


to Chan Chun, now Hsinking, and 
from Mukden to the Korean border, 
were the only modernly developed 
sections of Manchuria. In the ter- 
ritory controlled by the railroad mod- 
ern cities had sprung up, mines and 
industries built and hotels and schools 
and hospitals furnished by the trans- 
portation company for the people liv- 
ing in the communities served. 

But this territory represented only 
a small part of the great area of 
Manchuria. The railroads conducted 
by the Chinese, such as the Chinese 

astern, which was jointly owned by 
the Chinese and the Russians, were 
inferior in equipment, management 
and in the service rendered. 

Telegraph lines were few and far 
between, and also inefficient, long 
distance telephones almost unknown, 
there was no radio communication, 
nor motorized transportation. The 
roads of Manchuria were little more 
than miserable and trails, unsuitable 
for use by anything excert horse or 
ox-drawn carts. 

Transportation Improved. 

In two years’ time the new gov- 
ernment has completed thousands of 
miles of well-graded soil roads, trav- 
ersible in any season of the year; 
the country literally criss-crossed by 
airplane lines over which clock-like 
schedules are operated. With all the 
railroads in the country combined un- 
der the management of the South 
Manchurian railroad, there has been 
a marked improvement in service de- 
spite the inadequacy and inefficiency 
of much of the equipment. Hundreds 
of miles of new tracks have been com- 
pleted and several thousand more are 
either under construction or work is 
soon to be started. The telegraph 
and the telephone has been widely ex- 
tended and the service is as quick 
and accurate as that in the United 
States. Radio towers are to be seen 
in all the larger cities. This is chief- 
ly due to the unification of the com- 
munications system—telegraph, tele- 
phone and radio—under a_ single, 
semi-official corporation formed for 
this purpose. 

Agriculture, stock raising and edu- 
cation and the judiciary are receiving 
the careful attention of the new gov- 
ernment, with definite five, 10 and 
20-year programs already under way. 
Hundreds of new schools are already 
In operation, and the necessarily slow 
work of improving court methods is 
being carefully attacked. 


Series of Security. 
Those are the high lights of the 


development in Manchuria during the 
last two years upon which are 
the statement of Toras Kawasaki, 


director of the bureau of information 
of the department of affairs of the 
Manchukuoan government — and 
whose birthplace is in Hawaii—that 
the hard facts and figures concerning 
our achievements prove in a _ con- 
vincing manner that the new regime 
is today giving to the 30,000,000 peo- 
ple of Manchuria a sense of security 
and ordered and progressive adminis- 
tration, the like of which they had 
unknown under their past rulers. 
This American-born official of the 
newest of oriental countries feels fur- 
ther that “under a good government, 
motivated by the highest ideals of 
statecraft, the people of Manchukuo 
are today witnessing and enjoying the 
benefits of a rapid reorganization of 
their country into a modern state. 
Without exaggeration, it may be said 
that with the possible exception of 
Japan, never in the history of Asia 
have such honest and energetic ef- 
forts been made to reform a country 
along modern lines and with the wel- 
fare of the masses as the primary 
concern as in the. case of the new 
administration in Hsinking. 
Seemingly, there is little of exag- 
geration in Mr. Kawasaki's state- 
ment. A miracle of national recon- 
struction is actually being performed 
in Manchuria. e uncertainty of 
the situation lies not in what is be- 
ing done, but in whether the 30,- 
(00,000 Chinese will take the bene- 
fits of the new government at their 
face value, or whether, resenting the 
forceful introduction of new govern- 
mental conditions, _ will refuse 
to give the support which is neces- 
sary to the eventual success of the 
program. see Sid

The first time was in 1914 when 
he won his great victory over the 
Russians, in memory of which Ger- 
many erected the Tannenberg monu- 
ment where he will be buried. 

The second came in 1925 when he 
was first elected reichspresident. 

In the speech Hitler again referred 
to the fact that he is not asking for 
himself the title of reichspresident 
which von Hindenburg bore. 


VON HINDENBURG SETS OUT 
ON HIS FINAL JOURNEY 


NEUDECK, Germany, Aug. 6.—(/) 
Chancellor Hitler, Wilhelm Goering. 
Prussian premier; Colonel Oskar yon 
Hindenburg and military leaders who 
had attended the memorial service for 
the late President Paul von Hinden- 
burg at Berlin, arrived at Marienberg 
near here in three airplanes tonight. 

A crowd saluted silently and then 
Goering returned to Neudeck, where 
he placed a floral tribute from the 
German government on the coffin of 


the dead president.

ROOSEVELT WILL VIEW

DEVILS LAKE, N. D., Aug. 6.— 
(?)—President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
will be afforded a first-hand glimpse 
of the havoc wrought by the drouth 
when he arrives here Tuesday. 

He will pass by fields of heat- 
seared grain and view the receding 
shore lines of Devils Lake on his trip 
of inspection of portions of the Mis- 
souri river diversion project. 

The chief executive also is expected 
to experience the heat which has giv- 
en North Dakota the hottest May and 
June in history, and the third hot- 
test July, with the consequential seri- 
ous general crop damage. 

He will head the story of farm 
conditions from various experts who 
have been sent from the state capi- 
tol to give an accurate report on the 
inroads of the aridity. 

Corn crops burned irreparably by 
the blazing sun will be a part of the 
picture, and the need for water in the 
state will be explained in detail. 

Representatives from South Dakota 
will join North Dakotans in describ- 
ing the drouth situation to the presi- 
dent’s aids. A committee of about 
25 persons will comprise the two 
groups. 

Mr. Roosevelt and his party are ex- 
pected to head westward from the eity 
on highways traversing ground over 
which the waters of Devils lake once 
flowed. 

He will see the derelict vessel, Min- 
nie H., which once carried mail, pas- 
sengers, troop supplies and freight to 
Fort Tottee and Minnewaukan. ~ 

The presidential special will arrive 
at 8 a. m. 

The city today was bedecked in 
colorful decérations. Huge festoons 
and streamers with the president's 
photograph were strung across’ the 
streets. Colored bunting, flags and 
smaller flags adorned each business 
house. 

The tour is expected to take two 
hours with the president stopping at 
several points en route to view the 
area. 

President Roosevelt, expressing him- 
self as “tremendously impressed” by 
the magnitude of the $72,000,000 
Fort Peck dam, said upon arrival to- 
night “we are going to make every 
ounce and every gallon of water that 
flows from the heavens and the hills 
count before it makes its way down 
to the Gulf of Mexico.” 

The homeward-bound president, 
speaking to a large crowd of visitors 
and workers at the Fort Peck dam 
site, said the project here would also 
result in a “great amount of good 
the elimination of unemploy- 
ment.” 

Touching upon farming om lands 
not suited to agriculture, Mr. Roose- 
velt asserted the government was not 
contemplating making families leave 
their homes but was planning to 4s- 
sist them.

Democrats in New Mexico want to 
put up their own candidate to oppose 
Senator Cutting. Representative Cha- 
vez, democratic leader who was a pre- 
convention Roosevelt man in 1932, 
probably will be nominated «- in the 
party's state convention in September, 

Republican leaders are as much in- 
terested in the situation as the demo- 
crats. They said if Mr. Roosevelt 
comes out in support of progressive re- 
publicans instead of democrats, they 
would be in a position to appeal to 
conservative democrats to support re- 
publicans in other senatorial and con- 
gressional contests. ‘They assert Mr. 
Roosevelt is trying to build a party 
that will retain the old line democrats, 
but one that also will envelop all the 
liberals.

Nudist Film Enjoyed 
By Avondale Audience 


Not much can be said in favor of 
the nudist film, “Elysia,” with re- 
spect to artistic photography and skill- 
ful direction. The picture is decided- 
ly amateurish in dialogue and in 
scenic effects. But strangely enough 
the Monday night audience in the 
open-air theater near the Avondale 
swimming pool seemed to receive the 
picture, flaws included, with a whole- 
some good humor, in striking contrast 
with the treatment accorded most 
amateurish attempts to entertain, 
Perhaps that was because the pic- 
ture is purely nudist propaganda de- 
livered with enough funny details to 
make a really first-rate comedy. To 
see a group of “sun-worshippers” 
seated perilously near a mass of 
brambles with nothing to protect them, 
or to watch a nudist clad only in a 
wide-brimmed hat trying to pump up 
a flat tire on his Ford—scenes like 
these hold something incongruous and 
utterly ridiculous. 

But the philosophy of nudism, as 
explained by a doctor to a young re- 
porter whose first trip to a colony 
is the central thread of the plot, is 
given simply and directly. In fact, 
the whole picture is simple and direct. 
Probably no nudist camp was ever 
blassed with as shapely a group as 
that portrayed in the film. But that 
is. by the way. Nobody ean expect 
film heroes and heroines to come to 
life off the screen in all their glory. 
The film was made at a nudist 
camp located somewhere between 
Hollywood and Aimee Semple Mac- 
Pherson’s summer home—and_ the 
story was- far purer than some that 
have come from both the other two 
places. Perhaps “Elysia’’ would seem 
a little silly in a regular theater with 
lights and rugs and doormen, but un- 
derneath the stars at Avondale the 
“back to natnre” movement seemed 
entirely plausible. 

The costumes consist of two pairs 
of trunks for the whole cast and 
might be comnared with the average 
burlesque outfits, which really create 
a greater stir. The settings are 
idyllic, but lack the charm that good 
photography might have added. The 
plot is skimny. Bnt the audience 
seemed to take it all in quite good 
spirits. 

The bill is completed by a Manhat- 
tan travel-talk and a musical skit by 
four radio singers.

ALBANY LIQUOR CASE 


GOES TO HIGH COURT 


ALBANY, Ga., Aug. 6.—The city 
court of Albany today carried its first 
test case involving the alleged trans- 
portation in interstate commerce, to 
the State supreme court. 

The bill of exceptions to Judge B. 
C, Gardner's action in granting an in- 
junction to Wolf Silver, of Savannah, 
was signed by the judge Saturday and 
filed by Solicitor Menard Peacock, of 
Albany city court, today. 

The exceptions said the interlocu- 
tory injunction granted by the judge 
was contrary to the evidence and that 
the court erred in finding that the 
case presented facts for a jury. 

Several weeks ago Judge Gardner 
made a temporary restraining order, 
granted Wolf Silver, of Savannah, the 
defendant, into an interlocutory de- 
cree. i 

Provided the supreme court does 
not reverse Judge Gardner and the 
case goes to trial, a jury at the Sep- 
tember term of Dougherty superior 
court will determine whether or not 
the liquor was in interstate commerce 
as is claimed by the defense. Should 
the jury find that the liquor was not 
in interstate commerce, Solicitor Pea- 
cock said that he would try Silver, 
and three others, in city court on 
charges of violating the state prohibi- 
tion law.

He played with every 
National outfit except Cincinnati and 
the Phillies. When he came to the 
Yanks from the Cardinals in May, 
it was his first American league Ven- 


ture. 
IN GOOD SHAPE. 

“If I can land with a club that 
needs a pitcher; a club that will give 
me a chance to work—which ~ the 
Yanks didn’t—I’ll soon satisfy my- 
self whether I’m washed up. I’m in 
excellent physical condition, and my 
arm never was better.” . 

If Grimes gets his chance and fail« 
to come through, he will be ready 
to retire to his Missouri farm and 
concentarte on raising registered cat- 
tle. horses and hogs. Already he has 
a large assortment of stock down 
there.

' VII—CLIPPER SHIPS. 
Sixty-eight years ago a 16,000-mile 
race took place! The rivals were Brit- 
‘clipper ships,” or “clippers,” 


Britain. There was no steam 
engine on board any of them; all had 
to depend on the wind—but they were 
fitted with many sails and could make 
fine use of the force which moving air 
could give them.

All told there were five vessels 
which left Soochow within a period 


far being less than seven weeks; but 
she was overtaken by the Taeping 
and the Ariel, and those rivals fought 
it out the rest of the way, using all 
the sail they could as they sped north- 
ward on the Atlantic. They were with- 
in sight of each other when they en- 
tered the English channel, and were 
side by side as they went up the 
Thames river. They were ‘just about 
tied when they came to dock at Lon- 
don, though the Taeping came to 
anchor a few minutes ahead and was 
called victor. 

The time taken was 99 days. mean- 
ing an average speed of a little more 
than 160 miles per day. By modern 
standards, that was not very fast; 
but it was a great thing for sailing 
vessels to do on such a long journey. 

Faster records were made for 
shorter distances. The Red Jacket 
sailed from New York to Liverpool 
in 13 days and one hour, and the 
James Baines passed from Boston 
Light to Rock Light, Liverpool. in 
12 days and six hours. 

Credit for. the first use of clipper 
ships is given to Americans, who 
launched some of them more than a 
century ago. During the California 
gold rash 160 clippers were launched 
in four years to carry gold seekers 
from the eastern United - States 
around Cape Horn to California. The 
finding of gold in Australia led Brit- 
ish firms build a great number of 
new clippers, enough to transport 
400.000 persons to the island conti- 
nent, 

Clipper ships were built with long, 
sharp bows and often had slenting 
masts. Some of them still sail the 
sea: and along with other. sailing 
vessels carry the name of “windjam- 
mers.”

Despite brisk selling to realize prof- 
its, wheat closed strong at only mod- 
erate reaction from the days _ top, 
83 14 to 4 1-8 cents over Saturday's 
finish, corn 1 3-4 to 2 1-8 up. oats 
1 3-4 to 3 cents advanced. and pro- 
visions varying from 7 cents decline 
to a rise of 12 cents. 

Except during an interval of con- 
fusion at the outset, evidence of gen- 
eral speculative buying fever as to 
grains was more pronounced than has 
been witnessed in a long while. 

Corn and oats derived much of 
their strength from a report by a 
leading unofficial authority saying aft- 
er an &00-mile tour he believed the 
United States would do well to raise 
three-fourths of the amount of food- 
stuffs and feedstuffs this year a* com- 
pared with what was consuméd last 
year. 

Provisions averaged higher, respon- 
sive to action of grains.

BUILDING IN SOUTH 
PONTINUES TO GAIN 


BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 6.—(4)— 
Figures compiled by the Manufactur- 
ers Record today showed construction 
in 16 southern states showed a 50 per 
cent gain in July over June and 75 
per cent over July of 1933. 

For the first seven months of the 
year showed a gain of 100 per cent 
over the same period last year. 

In July contracts totaled $41,051,- 
000 as against $27,263,000 in June, 
and $23,158,000 in July of 1933,

The increase in industrial construc- 
tion was especially marked during 
July, the awards for that month alone 
accounting for $11,500,000 or one- 
quarter of the amount for the entire 
year, proposed work of that char- 
acter during the month totaled $20,- 


Road and bridge work continued to 
be a dominant figure in the construc- 
tion field. January to July awards 
for roads, streets and paving ainount- 
ed to $125,.344,000. 

Residential Gains. 

Publie building continued to lag 
but residential construction increased,

A thoughtful woman whose profes- 
sion throws her into intimate contact 
with young people says that, of all 
the unhappy problems created by the 
stringency of the times, none is to 
her so tragic as the heart sickness, 
the disillusionment of the young peo- 
ple whose hopes of marriage have 
been indefinitely deferred because of 
economic conditions. She observes 
that the mature and old who have 
lost their fortunes have the consola- 
tion of having once tasted life at the 
full, The poor who have lost their 
jobs and means of livelihood have 
been fed and clothed by government 
and local relief. The institutions 
whose incomes have been materially 
reduced have, for the most part, ef- 
fected economies in management and 


in maintenance that have enabled 
them to carry on their. useful work. 
But the young people who have had 
their romances interrupted by finan- 
cial exigencies have suffered such 
bitter disappointment that they can 
never be happy in the sense that 
young people of other generations 
ave been happy. 


She goes even further and points 
out that the separation of lovacs Gute 
ing the World War was less trying 
because the black veil of sadness 
hung over all the earth. Besides hav- 
ing the stimulation of patriotic in- 
terest everybody was in the same fix. 
Wives and husbands were separated 
as well as sweethearts. There was a 
definite and assignable reason for the 
delay in marriage and being separated 
by oceans these young people didn’t 
experience the torment of the long 
drawn out engagements. 


She illustrates her contention with 
the story of a 22-year-old girl who. 
in heart-to-heart conversation, sighed 
and remarked that she didn’t believe 
anybody in the world was happy and 
that she*had concluded that life was 
not worth living. She and her older 
sister had been engaged for several 
years. They had worked hard to sare 
enough to enable them to get mar- 
ried, but after five years they were 
just where they started. Each of the 
young men had been unfortunate. 
One had had a family of five dum 
upon him to support. The other had 

successively by two 


been employed 

firms that had gone out of business. 
The bloom was rubbed off their 
romances, the best years of their youth 
had been spent looking forward to a 
day that would not dawn. While yet 
in their twenties they were young 
misantbropes. 

The current literature is full of 
comment on the situation. All sorts 
of palliatives and remedies are being 
suggested. In a rather shocking arti- 
cle in July Harper’s entitled “Love 
Among the Ruins,” the author says 
that parents didn’t try to prevent war 
marriages on the grounds that the 
young men mightn’t find employment 
or afford homes of their own when the 
war was over and that now war mar- 
riages are being contracted as truly 
as they were in 1917. He calls on 
the older people to make some pro- 
vision for these emergency conditions, 
avering that marriage must be made 
easier or morals relaxed to meet the 
new order. The shocking sentence in 
the article is this: “Whatever you 
may think of it on ethical grounds 
the fact remains that the majority o 
young Americans are living together 
before marriage.” 


_ Times change and customs with the 

times, but the truth doesn’t change. 
Character now as in the centuries 
ast is built by resistance. Nobody 
as ever managed to win the race of 
life by running around the first hurdle 
because it was too high and then been 
successful in jumping the second one 
that was higher, If the young people 
of this generation haven't the moral 
stamina to meet the first tests that 
comes to them, how can they meet 
the later ones? 


Fathers and mothers may read with 
equinimity the pronouncement that 
the majority of young Americans are 
living together before marriage but let 
them make it personal and say that 
this includes their own lovely sons 
and daughters. Then see them flinch! 
The cure for this condition, if it does 
actually exist (which most of us are 
unwilling to admit) lies not in eco- 
nomic recovery, nor in the relaxing 
of moral standards, but the cure lies 
in the homes where parents inculcate 
in their children high ideals and prin- 
c:ples that cannot swept away by 
any adverse winds that blow upon 
them. The Jews of old had given to 
them on tables of stone the basis of 
this training. It served them and it 
has served all who have come after 
them to build character strong enough 
to stand the strain of disappointment 
without going down like unanchored 
tents in a stiff wind. If the majority 
of young Americans are living to- 
gether before marriage it is because 
their parents and their elders have 
not taught them the great truths con- 
tained in those Ten Commandments. 
They contain the simple elemental 
truths about man’s duty to God and 
to his fellowman. Let the pagans 
flout them and try to maintain a 
pure society without them. Their 
much vaunted progents rights which 
they revere as law and gospel cannot 
be maintained without adherence to 
the decalog, nor can the integrity of 
their homes. The civil and federal 
laws are founded upon them, as are 
the conventions of society. 


Tragic though the plight of these 
young people be with their hearts sick 
at deferred hopes, they won't find 
permanent happiness in defying s0- 
ciety’s conventions and their elders 
will do them a grave injustice if they 
seek to modify these conventions ac- 
cording to the mode of the moment.

East set the stage for 
the swindle by withholding the jack 
and playing instead a small heart. 
South, of course, under-trumped with 
the eight. , 

Trick 11: North led a diamond. 
Fast played a small trump, an 
South. after long consideration, played 
the heart queen. West could see that 
to win with the ace was futile and 
therefore dropped his rémaining small 
trump. 

Trick 12: The refusal of East to 
over-ruff Dummy’s heart 10 and the 
failure of West to win the heart queen 
resented a convincing reading to 

outh, that Fast’s trumps were topped 
by the ace and West's by the jack. 
The count also showed that West 
at this point had held one trump anid 
one spade and that his presumed 
jack was therefore blank. On this 
reading South-had no choice but to 
lay down the king of hearts.

100 Killed in Algiers 
In Jew-Moslem Riot 


CONSTANTINE, Algiers, Aug. 6. 
(/)—Senegalese troops were holding 
Constantine and the nearby port of 
Philippeville under virtual martial law 
tonight as a result of a religious war 
between Arabs and Jews, which cost 
at least 100 lives and left an esti- 
mated 300 persons wounded. 

Calm wes restored tonight, with sol- 
diers patroling the streets and all 
traffic prohibited after 8 p. m. All 
cafes were closed. 

The majority of those killed and 
injured were said to have been Jews. 
Every store in the Jewish quarter was 
sacked, and some, along with some res- 
idences, were destroyed. 

One Jew was dragged from a motor 
bus and killed on the spot. 

The trouble, long smouldering. broke 
out Friday night, and swept quickly 
through Constantine to Philippeville. 

The beating of a Jewish soldier aft- 
er he had allegedly desecrated a 
mosque, started the fight, and Moslems 
attacked the Jewish quarter fiercely.
